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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a design system 
to enable a user to easily carry out unique design in the 
world to an article owned by himself/herself. 
SOLUTION: The design system is provided with a server 
(2) of a mediator connected with the Internet, a designer 
and a worker are registered in the server (2), the server 

(2) receives a design request transmitted from a user 
terminal (1), transmits the design request to a terminal 

(3) of the designer, transmits design image information 
transmitted from the designer to the user terminal (1), 
transmits the design image information decided by the 
user to a terminal (4) of the worker and makes the 
worker perform a work to carry out the design to an 
object article based on the decided design image 
information.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim ij Have a fixer's server connected to the Internet and the designer and the operator are registered 
into this server. This server receives the design request transmitted from the user terminal, transmit the 
content of this design re(iuest to a designer's terminal, and this designer is made to create? the design 
image information based on the content of this design request. Transmit the design image information 
sent by this designer to the aforementioned user terminal, and demand a check and order of this design 
image information from a user, and the design image information which received the order after receiving 
an order from this user is transmitted to an operator's terminal. The design system characterized by 
making the work which designs in an object article based on the design image information which this 
received the order do on this operator. 

[Claim 2] It is the design system according to claim 1 characterized by making the work which two or 
more operators are registered into the server, and designs by a server transmitting design image 
information to the terminal of the operator who has a work place in the place near the user who requested 
the design do, 

[Claim 3] It is the design system according to claim 1 characterized by registering two or more operators 
into the server, and for a server transmitting design image information to an operator's terminal with 
which the costs which work takes most including the transportation cost of the goods which design 
become cheap, and making paint work do. 

[Claim 4] A server is the claim 1 characterized by the ability to record the contents of the design request 
sent by the user and ask for the statistics about a design from the contents of the design reciuestby which 
accumulation record was carried out, and a design system according to claim 2 or 3. 

[Claim 5] Have a fixer's server connected to the Internet and the designer and the manufacturer are 
registered into this server. This server receives the design request transmitted from the user terminal, 
transmit the conlx>nt of this design request to a designer's terminal, and this designer is made to create 
the design image information based on the information on this design request. Transmit the design image 
information sent by this designer to the aforementioned user terminal, and demand a check and order of 
this design image information from a user, and the design image information which received the order 
after receiving an order from this user is transmitted to a manufac^turer's terminal. The custx^m made 
system characterized by making it manufacture based on the design image information which this 
received the order to iJiis manufacturer. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention relates to the cusfom raade system which 
manufactures an original article based on the hope of the design system and user who create an original 
design about the goods specified by a user based on a user's hope. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] When goods fully circulate and come to possess the goods with many same 
people, the dissatisfaction may be sensed for their being the same goods as others even if functionally 
satisfied about goods. In such a case, if appearance designs differ, even if it will be the same goods 
substantially, the satisfaction that the goods which others possess are different original articles is 
acquired. 

[0003] A maker may sell the different colors goods of "limited production" paying attention to such a 
user's psychology. However, if it is unchanging for it being a mass-production article although it is called 
limited production and others find having the same limited production article occasionally, the 
attachment to the goods will fade suddenly. 

[00041 Moreover, about a cellular phone, a design is chosen from the prepared sample, and there is trade 
of the paint service painted based on the design. In this case, although it can be made the novel design 
which is not in a maker's original goods, since it chooses from the design still prepared beforehand, there 
is no change in the same design existing. Moreover, it is restricted to small goods [ like a cellular phone ] 
whose goods which I have painted are also. 

[0005] Furthermore, even if it made it a maker's limited article and used paint service, it was not the 
design with which the design agreed completely for a user's hobby, and a certain amount of compromise 
was required about the design. 

[0006] When it was going to possess the goods of its original design in the world, the user could not but 
purchase the paint etc. personally and could not but paint with the spray, the brush, etc. [ only and ] 
However, it is difficult it to be not only difficult to paint finely in an amateur, but to arrange one's image 
as a design concretely. 

[0007] For example, even if "I wish to make a sea top the design on which the dolphin has flown and 
jumped and which seems to be cool and pleasant" with it being temporary, unless it has the special skill 
about a sketch, a layout, etc. of the "sea" and a "dolphin", it is difficult to design well, 
[0008] Furthermore, about an accessory, clothes, a hat, shoes, and a bag, there is a case it not only already 
changes the color of a certain goods, a pattern, etc., but where he wants to order his own goods by the new 
design also including a configuration. 

[00091 However, it is necessary lo dihjcover the store which can be ordered for every goods also by this case. 
Since the designer who belongs to a store though such a cust>om-made store is found well is one person or 
a small number of people in many cases, he does not tend \jo become that to which the design was also 
restricted, and their image and a designer's sen.se do not necessarily agree well. 

[OOlOl With for example, the broach which has "radius of circle and used a diamond and emerald by using 
simple and dear brown handbag made from leather" slightly of the Inca civilization style, and "shuttle 
race back as a motif Even if a budget tells an image and hope, such as about [ 350,000 yen ]", the design 
based on the image is of infinite variety by a designer's individuality. Although the designer's sense 
should just suit liking by chance, it is thought that the design by a small number of designer does not not 
much agree with liking of a user well. 

[0011 1 Even in this case, a user will become the temper which must be purchased for the sake of the 
convenience which ordered purposely and 1 had designed even if a design is not pleased a little. Moreover, 
it may waver that a design is requested [ "he may have to buy it even if the made design is not pleased" 1 
since uneasy itself.

iMeans Ibr Solving the Problc^ml The design system of this invention has a fixer's server (2) connected to 
the [nternet. The designer and the operator are registered into this server (2), and this server (2) receives 
the design request transmitted from the user terminal (l). Transmit the content of this design recpiest tjo 
a designer's terminal (3), and this designer is made to create the design image information based on the 
content of this design re(|uest. Transmit the design image information sent by this designer to the 
aforementioned user l*?rminal (l), and demand a check and order of this design image informat ion from a 
user, and the design image information which received the order after receiving an order from this user is 
transmitted to an operator's terminal (4). It is characterized by making the work which designs in an 
object article based on the design image information which this received the order do on this operator. 
[0014] According to this, a user can access a fixer's server (2) using the Internet, and can request a design. 
A server (2) makes the designer registered based on the content of a request design, and has a user 
transmit and check the image information of the design which the designer created. If a user is pleased 
and places an order for the design formally, a server (2) will transmit to the operator who is having the 
image information of the design which received the order registered, and will do the work which designs 
based on it. 

[0015] Therefore, even i f it does not request a design or a user does not spend L **** / working personally ] 
personally time and eflbrt or time which request the work which designs in search of an operator based on 
a design in search of a designer, he can access and request a fixer's homepage, or can only send E mail, 
and can have cheap and a short time do the work which gives the design by a pro*s operator on the design 
creation by a pro's designer. 

[0016] As for the design system according to claim 2, two or more operators are registered into the server 
(2) in the design system according to claim 1, and it is characterized by a server (2) making the work 
which designs by transmitting design image information to the terminal of the operator who has a work 
place in the place near the user who requested the design do. 

[0017] Since the work which designs paint, decalcomania, ete. on goods based on the design as which the 
operator of the place near a user was dctormined is done according to this, the transportation cost 
between a user and an operator serves as a cheap charge, and can also shorten time which transportation 
takes. Therefore, a user can have you design in an object article in cheap and a short time. 
[0018] In the design system according to claim 1, two or more operators are registered into the server (2) 
for the design system according to claim 3. and it is characterized by for a server (2) transmit ting design 
image information to an operator's terminal with which the costs which work takes most including the 
transportation cost of the goods which design become cheap, and making paint work do. 
[0019] Since the sum total of a user, the transportation cost between operators, and operation expenses 
makes the operator who becomes the cheapest work out of the registered operator according to t his, it can 
be made to design on goods as a whole most, cheaply. When cheap more than operation expenses cover the 
high transportation cost noting that t.he operator has the work shop in the remote place from the user 
temporarily and an transportation cost becomes high, the operator of the remot^e place is made to work. 
Therefore, a user can have you design in an object article at the cheapest charge. 

[0020] A design system according to claim 4 is characterized by tlie ability for a server C2) to record the 
content of the design re(iuest from a user and ask for the statistics about a design from the content of the 
design request by which accumulation rouiord was carried out in a claim 1 and a design system according 
to claim 2 or 3. 

[0021] According to t his, since the content s of i he design request from a user are accumulated at, a server 
(2), a server (2) can obtain statistics like the inclination of a design to ask for statistics from the 
accumulated content s of a design request, for example, for it to be fond for every user layer. 
10022] A custom-made system according to claim 5 has a fixer's server (2) connected to tlic^ Internet. The 
designer and the manufacturer are regisiercul into this server (2). and tJris server (2) receives t he design 
reciuest transmitted from the user terminal (l). Transmit the content of this design retpiest. to a designer's 
terminal (3), and t his designer is made to cn^aie the design image information based on the content of this 
design request. Transmit the design image information sent by this designer to the aforementioned user 
terminal (l), and demand a check and order of t his design image information from a user, and the design 
image information which received the order after receiving an order from this user is transmitted to a 
manufacturer's terminal (5). It is characterized by making it manufacture based on t.he design image 



information which this received the order to this manufacturer. 

[0023] According to this, a user can access a fixer's server (2) using the Internet, and can request a design. 
A server (2) makes the designer registered based on the content of a request design, and has a user 
transmit and check the imago information of the design which the designer created. When a user is 
pleased and places an order for tJie design formally, a server (2) transmits to the manufacturer who is 
having the image information of the design which received the order registered, and makes an original 
article manufacture based on it. 

[00241 Therefore, a user does not need to search for the store which can be ordered personally, he can 
access the homepage of a fixer's server, and can do a design request, or can only send a design request by 
E-mail, can have a pro's designer design, and when a design moreover is not pleased, he can also rehave 
other designers design freely. I can have an original article manufactured by the manufacturer registered 
into the fixer if a design is finally pleased based on the design. 
[0025] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] Hereafter, this invention is explained using a suitable example. 
[0026] [Example l] drawing 1 is drawing explaining the connection state of each terminal in this example. 
The terminal (l) of the user who wishes the design of goods is connectable with the Internet. Here, the 
university which the user other than a personal computer or a personal digital assistant whom means the 
terminal which a user can use and a user possesses can use, an institution, the personal computer which 
a user's acquaintance owns are sufficient as a user's terminal (l). Dialup could also enable it to connect 
with the Internet only at the time of the need, and a user's terminal (l) may always connect it. 
[0027] A fixer's server (2) is always connected to the Internet. Here, because connection with a request; a 
designer who mentions later from a user was enabled always, it always considered as connection. The 
designer who contracted beforehand, and the operator who does the work which gives a design Uke a 
painter are registered into the server (2). Moreover, the homepage accessed in case a user requests a 
design from a server (2) is recorded. 

[00281 (3) is a designer's terminal, (4) is an operator's terminal, and all are connected to the Internet. As 
long as the address of a designer or an operator does not need to be the same as the address of a server (2) 
and a user and connection with the Internet is possible for it, it may be anywhere in the world. 
[0029] A user indicates, transmits and does the request for quotation of the image of the goods access the 
homepage currently recorded on a fixer's server (2), and I want you to design, and a design by the t^xt 
from a terminal (l). For example, when it is circulating to some extent and a designer can check the 
actual thing as specification of goods in a commercial scene, it can specify by the maker and part number 
of goods like "the printer *** type by ** company", and "the automobile by $$ company and ###2000GT." 
[0030] With somewhat old goods and the goods which are generally seldom circulating, since it is hard to 
check the actual thing, the picture of the catalog incorporated with the scanner and the picture of the 
goods copied with the digital camera are transmitted. Goods may not ask a size but may be not only 
movable property but real estate. For example, it can request also about a "house" and "the balustrade of 
a stairway." 

[0031] What is necessary is to read the picture of the design of the design, a photograph, etc. with a 
scanner, or to carry out taking a photograph with a digital camera etc., and just to transmit to a server as 
image data about specification of a design, when the concrete design is decided. Although the image has 
solidified, when the concrete design is not decided, an image is concretely told by the text. For example, I 
want to pack the whole "printer in the image of the blue sea. The design on which the dolphin has llown 
and jumped the sea top and which seems to be cool and pleasant. I want you to write two dolphins to 
primer upper surface covering. Both of the left is t urned to. Empty is a blue sky which even clouds do not 
have, and the sea gull is Hying in the distance. Although the wave is quiet, in the surroundings of the 
dolphin which flew and jumped, the wave has leaped up. By the comics design, it is laughing at the 
dolphin. The image which he is drawing as much as i)ossible like " is told finely 

[00321 A fixer transmits the contents of a design reciuest to a designer's terminal (3) considered to be 
suitable for design-izing imagining [ which a user wishes ]. If the information about goods that a user 
wishes to design, and the design information about the image of a design are included in the contents of a 
design request and image data presentation of a design, the photograph, etc. is carried out from the user 
at t ile time of a request, they will also be transmitted together. And it is made to design based on the 
contents of a design request to the designer of a transmission place. Here, ****** [ designer / two or more / 
th(^n^ ****** Qne designer who requests design creation and ]. Furthermore, it may seek by t;he homej)age 
and a design may be invitxnl from many designers. 

[0033] Moreover, a fixer does not decide a designer but a user may be made tx) decide at the time of a 
re(iuest. for example, the comment sent by the user who requested on the homepage which re(iuests a 
design in a designer's profile, the past work, popular ranking, and the past, the time t^ken I after

1003^1 Since the conlenis of a design request can be told all over the world through the Internet, a 
designer's habitation pla<!(^ r.\c. does not pose a problem. For example, you may commission foreign living 
designers, such as not only Japan but Italy, Vietnam. Argentina, Australia. Russia, and Hong Kong, the 
design request from a rJapanese. A designer exists all over the world, own il* he is not famous, he has 
sophist.icatiid-design capacity and he can get a sophisticated design, mitignling the cost about a design, if 
he re(|uests such a designer, since many [ it is cheaj) and / the designer who creates a design ]. 
[00351 The designer who received the request finishes a design using CAD, painting software, 
image-processing soft.ware. a model, etc. based on the contents of a design recjuest, and transmits to a 
server (2) by E-mail by making the done design into image information. It records on the homepage which 
a designer manages instead of sending by E mail, and I have a fixer download, and you may make and 
transmit. The picture (10) which showed the state where the design was given to goods as shown in 
drawing 2 is sent so that the image at the time of actually giving goods may become clear as image 
information. 

[0036] Although especially the file format of image information is not Umit:ed, since I have a user see 
finally, file format with high versatility, such as JPEG, TIFF, GIF. and MPEG, is desirable, image 
information is good also as t.wo or more image data so that the design which carried out and looked at at 
least one image data from a good different angle may be known Furthermore, you may be not only the 
data of a static image but a video data. 

[0037] A fixer transmits the image data of the design sent to the server (2) to a user terminal (l), and has 
a user check the content. Wlien there is image information about two or more designs by having 
requested two or more designers, they are transmitted together. Moreover, in case a server (2) transmits 
image data to a user terminal (l), it transmits both the estimated charges at the time of giving such a 
design. Based on the size of goods, a kind, the complexity of a design, a user's place-of residence region, 
the work charge that giv(\s a design, the broker defined the charge suitably 

[0038] A user opens the sent image information and decides whether to check and request the design and 
estimated charge which have been made. When two or more designs have been sent, the design included 
in the mind near its image is chosen from the inside. [ No. 1 ] Moreover when a design differs from its 
image for a while, a concrete hope may be attached for the done design to origin, and a correction request 
of a design may be carri<ul out. 

[0039] For example, I want you to make the color of "sea a little brighter. I want you to enlarge t:he eye of 
a dolphin to a slight degree. The position of a dolphin shortens the interval of two animals to a slight 
degree, and I want it to make it sensibility which swam togetlier, (lew and has been over. However, 
useless, if two animals lap. It directs like " as clearly as possible. 

[0040] Such a correct ion reciuest is sent to the designer of the origin which created the design via a server 
(2), and is corrected along with a user's hope. If it is slight correction, it is not necessary \jo request the 
original designer and another image -processing person in charge to whom a fixer or a fixer commissions 
may correct. 

10041] When correct ion is completed, I transmit the design after correction to a user, and have you check 
finally. If a correcting point is found again, correction for the second t:ime will be requested. If 
comprehension of a user is finally obtained about a design, a fixer will transmit the image information of 
the design determined as an operator's terminal (4) t:hrough the Iniernt^t from t;he server (2). 
[0042] Although t he opi^rator who takes charge of work selects from the operators beforehand registered 
into the server (2). in t hat case, he takes into consideration a work facility of the kind of goods which 
design, the transportation costs of goods, paint, etc., a work charges etc., and sets and requests the 
operator who can design by being the cheapest based on the determin(ul design. Even when the designer 
of Italy designs temporarily they can also make the operator of Hong Kt)ng work, since a designer and an 
operator do not need to be the same people. 

10043] When two or more operators who can work about the goods are registered, the operator who is 
doing the whereabouts to the area usually near a user is requested. Since a user needs to have the work 
which designs by conveying goods to an operator done and an oj)erat()r needs to send the done goods to a 
user the one wh(^r(^ t ilistance between both is nearer is advantng(M)us in re.spect of a mailing cost, and 
it is because the days which transi)ortation takes can also be shortened. 

10044] However a com|)aratively big difference is in a work charge by t,he operator, and even if it takes a 
mailing cost into considc^rat ion. when becoming that it is cheaper lo recpiest the operator of a remote place, 
you may request work from the operator of the remote place. For examples about a request of a Japanese 
user, from the work charge of t;he operator in Japan, although it is s(»parat(Hl in distance in IxMng cheap 



even if tho direction of the work charj^e of the living operator in Hong Kong includes the tjransport^ition 
cost between Japanese Hong Kongs, the operator of Hong Kong can also be requested. 
[0045] Since a difference comes out at transportation time even if working days are the same, if it 
becomes free and a remote place, when there is a user in a hurry, even if a work charge is somewhat high, 
it is desirable to request a domestic operator. 

[0046] In addition, when a user designs on the already possessed goods, goods are delivered from a user 
from a user to a direct operator through a fixer. When the user has not purchased goods yet a fixer or an 
operator receives the price of goods from a user, purchases instead of a user, and may be made to work on 
the purchased goods. 

[0047] An operator designs by paint, seal pasting, an imprint, etc. on the sent goods. The design requested 
based on the image information ol* the design which the user determined at that time is faithfully given to 
goods. It ships directly txy the user who requested the goods which designed aftijr the completion of work 
through the fixer. A user can have a designer in the world able to create the design only in the world, and 
can have this design cheaply, 

[0048] In this example, it is made to perform charge payment of a user to a fixer, and the wages to a 
designer or an operator were paid by the fixer. ****** [ a payment mode ] after a payment mode receives 
the goods with which the time of a user making a design decision and placing an order is sufficient with 
goods, and the user designed that what is necessary is just to set suitably for the sake of a fixer's 
convenience. Moreover, the transfer to a bank or a mail account, ******^ pay by card, delivery cost length, 
etc. can use how [ payment / various / a ] that a fixer should just define the method of paying suitably. A 
user may enable it to choose how [ payment / liking / a ] from the ways payment / the plurality which the 
fixer defined /. 

[0049] At this example, in the request- for- quotation stage, costs are not required of a user but price was 
got only from the user who placed an order formally! Although a fixer will pay the design creation charge 
to a designer required at the time of a request for quotation, if a design creation charge is divided a 
deposit and in consideration [ order-received ], only a deposit is paid to a designer at the time of a design 
creation request, and order-received remuneration is paid when the designer's design is adopted later, a 
fixer's burden will decrease. 

[0050] Here, costs are not required for gaining many users as a result from a user by considering as the 
system to which I have a user do a request for quotation in comfort at the time of a request for quotation. 
Moreover, if the request for quotation from many users occurs, it wiQ become possible to grasp liking of a 
user's design statistically. 

[0051] Then, in this example, about all requests for quotation, the information about a user, the 
information about goods that a design is given, and the information about a design were recorded on the 
server (2), and are database ized. As user information, items, such as a user's sex, age, nationality, the 
address, and an occupation, can be considered. The information about goods For example, a goods name, 
the maker of goods, the prices of goods, The image text and image information of a design which could 
consider items, such as a classification of goods, and the user transmitted as information about a design, 
Items, such as a keyword like t he "sea" created suitably, being a "dolphin", being "gradation", a fixer "is 
metallic", "blue", and "a bright color" and a classification, can be considered. 

[0052] It can ask for various statistics with the combination of the item used for statistics creation, and a 
design inclination various from statistics, for example, a "20 generation woman, likes a marine design, 
and, for a dolphin and the 2nd place, a palm and the 3rd place are [ the 1st place / a yacht and the 4th 
place ] mermaids as an image combined with the sea. It is popular a color [ like good rareness, for 
example, Munsell ** watch, ] whose color which has a transparent feeling brightly as a marine color is. " ", 
about the motorbike helmet for motocrosses, the gradation (especially gradation from red to yellow) of a 
primary color system is the most popular, and it is a lightning-like geometrical pattern that it is popular a 
degree. Moreover, popularity is enjoyed in the characters, such as an eagle, a shark, and a dragon, and an 
atmosphere intrepid [ any character ] and cool is liked. Data, such as ", can be obtained. 
[0053] The information about such a design inchnation is summarized, and it can sell to a designer or a 
maker or can also use for consulting. A designer can consider as reference of future design creation, and 
can be taken as reference of the goods which a maker will also develop from now on. 

[0054] Although the [example 2| example 1 was a system which already changes t.he color and the j)atu^rn 
of a certain goods into a specrial design, this exam|)le is the system of the custom-made which makes an 
original article based on a new design. 

[0055] Drawing 3 is drawing explaining the connection state of each U^rminal in this example. The 
terminal (l) of tlie user who wishes to order is connectable with the Internet. A fixer's server (2) is always 
connected to the Internet, and iwo or more designers and manufacturers are registered. (3) is connected 
tx) those of a designer with a l4:*.rminal, and the fnU»rnet. The detail about these is the same as the 



abovo montioned example 1. 

[00561 (5) is a manufacturer's K^rminal and it can also connect this to the Internet. Manufacturers are 
those who manufacture various products, lor example, a bag manufacturer a clock manufacturer, a 
clothes manufacturer, an acccrssory manufacturer, a shoes manufacturer, a s(^wing basis manufact,urer. 
eU:. corres[)ond here, Jt will t hink, when the designer serves as the manufacturer dei)ending on the case 
or the designer is preparing the manufacturer under exclusive contract, and a (l(\signer's t>erminal (3) will 
serve as a manufacturer's terminal (5) in that case. 

[00571 From a terminal (l), a user accesses the homepage currently recorded on a fixer's server (2), and 
indicates, transmits and does t he reciuest for quotation of the image of the design to goods to order by the 
text. For example, by using "shuttJe race back as a motif, with the broach which used a diamond and 
emerald, a budget is somewhat smaller than " and the handbag of a "** company about 350,000 yen, it is 
the image which made t he corner a htxJe more round, and a budget explains and request.s details, such as 
an image, a size, goods that can be compared, and a schedule price, as much as possible like less than 
70.000 yen" using the dark brown ground with gloss. When a user can illustrate a rough image, it is good 
to incorporate a picture with a scanner or a digital camera, to append to E mail, and to transmit image 
information to a fixer. 

[00581 A fixer transmits the contenl^s of a design request to a designer's terminal (3) considered to be 
suitable for designing [ which a user wishes / of an original article ]. For examj)le, if it is a design about a 
bag, the designer who is dealing with the design of a bag will be made to create, a design. 
[0059] Here, there ****** one designer who requests design creation, there ******, further, may seek by 
the homepage and may invite a design from many designers. [ two or more J Moreover, it is the same as 
that of an example 1 that a fixer does not decide a designer but a user may be made to decide at the time 
of a request. 

[0060] The designer who received the request finishes a design based on t;he content of a design request, 
and transmits to a server (2) by E mail as image information. The method of txansmission of image 
information, the file format of image information, etc. are the same as that of an example 1. 
[00611 A fixer transmits the image data of the design sent to the server (2) to a user terminal (l), and has 
a user check the contents. When there is image information about two or more designs by having 
requested two or more designers, they are transmitted together. A fixer estimates a charge in 
consideration of the manufacture charge of the client who will request manufact.ure, when an order is 
received by the design. If re(iuired, image information may once be sent to an operator's terminal (5), and 
a manufacture charge may be asked to a manufacturer. 

[0062] A user opens the sent image information and decides whether to check and request the design and 
estimated charge which have been made. When two or more designs have been sent, the design included 
in the mind near its image is chosen from the inside. [ No. 1 ] Moreover, when a design differs from its 
image for a while, the point, which may attach a concrete hope for the done design to origin, and may carry 
out a correction request of a design is the same as an example 1. 

[0063] Such a correction re(iuest, is sent to the designer of the origin which created the design via a server 
(2), and is corrected along wit h a user's hope. If it is slight correction, it is not necessary to request the 
original designer, and another image-processing person in charge to whom a fixer or a fixer commissions 
may correct. When correction is completed. I transmit the design after correction to a user, and have you 
check finally. If a correcting point is found again, correction for the second t.ime will be request^Ml. 
[0064] On the contrary, completely unlike a user's image, a design can cancel an estimated design, when 
correction is difficult., and it can also request to have other designers newly d(^sign. 

[00651 If comprehensicm of a user is finally obtained about a design, a fix(^r will transmit the image 
information of the design determined as a manufacturer's terminal (r5) through the Internet, from the 
server (2). Although a manufacturer selects from the operators beforehand registered into the .server (2), 
he re(|uests manufacture* from the manufacturer suitable for creating the elegance to manufacture in that 
case. When a manufact ur(^r and a designer are the same, since the designer has already hail image 
information, if only connection of order is carried out, it is temporarily sufficient, for him. 
[OOGGl A manufacturer manufactures by sewing, ****, woodwork, dyeing, etc, based on a design. Th(^. done 
original article may Uv. dircirlly shipped from a manufacturer to a user, and you may make it send it 
through a fixer. About price r(U!overy, it is t he same as that of an exami)le 1. In addition, since price was 
got only from the user who did not make demands on the user for costs in a recjuest-for-quotation stage, 
but placed an order formally also by this example, a user can request cnvition and the estimates of a 
design freely. 

[00G7| Thus, if this cusionrmade systom is u.sed. a user does not need to look for t.he store which can be 
ordered and can have the design which agrecul with its liking carried out. And an original articles can be 
ord(^re(l only by ordering based on t.he det:ermined design.

[Effect of the invention] It can do because I can only teJl the image of the goods and the design which 
want tjo design by a user accessing a fixer's server by the design system of this invention like with which i< 
stated above, can have a designer do t he design only in the world and have the work which will design for 
nearby or an operator with the cheapest work charge based on the design if the created design is pleased 
done. Therefore, a user can possess easily and cheaply the goods of his original design. [ only in the 
world J 

[0069] Moreover, since I can have you order and manufacture only when a user can have a designer do the 
design which suited its image and a design is pleased, the original article only in the world can be ordered 
freely.
